Preparation s for the campaig n to 
beg in immediately were made at the 
meetin g last n ig ht when the ex ecu ­ 
tiv e committee was selected, bu t a f­ 
ter matu re deliberation this after­ 
n oon , the committee of men , which 
was v ery fav orably impressed with 
Mr. Charles' 
presen tation 
of the 
proposition , determin ed to postpon e 
the campaig n a week so that a per­ 
fect org an ization cou ld be arran g ed 
an d ev ery thin g wou ld be in readin ess 
for solicitin g for members. 


The campaig n will be open ed n ex t 
Wedn esday ev en in g with a mon ster 
mass meetin g at which Mr. Charles; 
will g iv e his address which is pre­ 
pared for sleepy town s which hav e 
n o org an ization or which hav e on e 
an d are n ot u sin g it to adv an tag e. A

an d the Ru shv ille ban d will be asked 
to play .

He adv ised ag ain st a 
merchan ts’ association of an y sort, 
ev en if on ly in n ame, becau se ev en 
if it is n ot restricted, there is an idea 
that it is. 


lie said “Chamber of Commerce" 
was the accepted n ame for su ch v m 
org an ization —on e which will g et men 
tog ether an d on e to which ev ery man 
can belon g . 
Mr. Charles briefly ou t­ 
lin ed the plan of org an ization . 
He 
said it had been framed after he had 
pen t two weeks each in ten of the 
larg est cities in the Un ited States, 
where the Chambers of Commerce 
were the stron g est. 


First there is the departmen t of 
org an ization , which ou tlin ed fu lly in 
ty pewritten forms Mr. Charles has. 
The departmen t of tran sportation 
in clu des ev ery phase of tran sporta­ 
tion , n ot alon e railroads an d traction 
lin es, bu t cou n ty roads, city streets 
an d n u merou s other thin g s. 


“The departmen t of produ ction ," 
Mr. Charles said, “wou ld be v irtu ally 
tlie factory committee. 
More com­ 
mercial clu bs are wrecked an d more 
town s are pu t on the rag g ed edg e by 
the man ia to lapd factories than 
an y thin g else. 
Six ty -six per cen t of 
these sort of factories fail, statistics 
show. 
An derson had spen t $300,000 
in factory bon u ses when I wen t there 
to org an ize a Chamber of Commerce, 
an d all hu t two of them hav e failed. 
An y factory y ou hav e to bu y will n ot 
do a town an y g ood. 
The Chamber 
of Commerce will han dle this qu est­ 
ion comprehen siv ely . 
Take care of 
the people who are here. 
“The departmen t of the market” is 
a v ery importan t on e. If I shou ld say 
how mu ch mon ey leav es this town bv 
the mail order rou te—mon ey y ou 
n ev er see ag ain —y ou wou ld say that 
man Charles is crazy .

$30. 
There were fiv e day s that he 
had comin g in the mon th of Jan u ary . 
In other words Joy ce was to receiv e 
more mon ey for the fiv e day s than 
for six teen day s. 


Thomas Cau ley , former city clerk 
when seen this morn in g stated that 
it was an acciden t on his part that 
the claims were 
hig her 
than 
they 
shou ld he. He ex plain ed that it was 
on ly recen tly that the cou n cil beg an 
pay in g the water an d lig ht employ es 
ev ery two weeks an d that before this 
they had been paid on ce a mon th. “ I 
simply forg ot that they had on ly two 
weeks comin g an d made it a mon th 
in stead” said Mr. Cau ley . 
“ It was 
an acciden t on my part an d I wou ld 
n ot hav e had it happen for all 
tiie 
world for comin g as it did, throws a 
bad lig ht on 
me an d 
the 
former 
cou n cil." * 


The cou n cil cou ld n ot ex plain the 
differen ce in the records last n ig ht. 
Had the cou n cil allowed the claims 
as they were on the record they 
wou ld hav e paid $19 2 too mu ch mon ­ 
ey (o water an d lig ht employ es alon e. 
Joy ce an d the others were g iv en $4l> 
in stead of $7 0. 
The cou n cil came almost passin g 
u p the hills of the old cou n cil on ce 
more when 
the 
discrepan cy 
was 
fou n d. \\ hen the Black admin istra­ 
tion wen t ou t the en tire cou n cil bills 
were tu rn ed ov er 
to 
the 
presen t 
cou n cil an d it was the u n derstan din g 
that if on e bill was paid all wou ld 
be. 
Bu t this cou n cil decided to pay 
on ly the labor claims for the presen t. 
Former su perin ten den t Brown had a 
claim for $119 salary , 
which 
was 
n ot allowed. 
Dan Lon g had a 
claim 
for 
68 
hou rs on the record for the fiv e day s 
that this cou n cil owed. It was poin t­ 
ed ou t that Lon g worked n in e hou rs 
a day an d in order to g et 
in a 68 
hou rs it wou ld be n ecessary for him 
to work almost 15 hou rs a day which 
it is believ ed he did 
n ot 
do. 
His 
claim was cu t accordin g ly . 
Sev eral 
of the claims showed that the men 
did more work in the fiv e day s in 
Jan u ary than they 
did in 
six teen 
day s in December. 
The pay roll as 
han ded in to the old 
cou n cil was 
correct bu t the mistake was made in 
placin g the amou n ts in 
the 
claim 
Co ntinued o n Pa g e 4 .

Visit the home of a peasant In Tus­ 
cany on some winter’s evening and you 
will be surprised and charmed, writes 
Mr. Richard Ragot in “The Italians of 
Today.” Gathered round the kitchen 
fire after the day’s work Is done, these 
peasants, fresh from their rough labor 
In tbe fields and vineyards, vie with 
each other in reciting poetry and tell­ 
ing stories. Generally both are extem­ 
poraneous, and often they have a good 
deal of poetic grace and imagination. 
The gift of reciting improvised poetry 
is not, however, confined to the peas 
ants in Tuscany. I know #of an In­ 
stance that occurred in my own neigh­ 
borhood not so very long ago that cer­ 
tainly could not have occurred any­ 
where but in Tuscany. A local doctor 
was driving to catch a train at a sta­ 
tion a few miles from me, and on his 
way he was accosted by a colleague 
who happened to be looking over his 
garden wall. The colleague rliouted 
out a line of improvised verse to him. 
upon which the other instantly pulled 
up his horse and capped the line with 
another. 
Doctor No. 2 responded, and for 
three hours the poetic contest was con 
tinued without cessation. 
In the mean­ 
time the whole of the village had turn 
ed out to listen and to make wagers on 
w hich would be the first to lack an in­ 
spiration. It was only as dusk came 
on that doctor No. 1 remembered that 
he was on his way to catch a train! 
Whether a patient was expecting 
him I I$now not, but I feel convinced 
that such a detail would not have been 
allowed to interfere with this war of 
verses. 
It is interesting to see that even the 
Illiterate peasants detect at once the 
slightest departure from the form in 
which the original lines are set and 
co nsider the offender to ha v e lost the 
ma tch.

They Suppla nted Ca ca o Bea ns a s the 
First America n Currency . 
Before Mexico was invaded by the 
Spaniards coins were unknown there, 
the natives using in place of money 
the smallest cacao beans, reserving 
those of larger size and better quality 
for the manufacture of a liquor to 
which they were addicted. 
About fourteen years after tbe con­ 
quest—that is to say, about 1535—Cas­ 
tilian coins began to make their ap­ 
pearance in Mexico. 
As they arrived 
only In ve» *y small quantities, they 
were insufficient for the needs of trade. | 
It was then that the viceroy ordered 
the manufacture in the City of Mexico 
of small pieces of silver of a certain 
weight 
These pieces were not stamped with 
any coinage mark, and thefr value was 
determined entirely by their weight 
From them was derived the name 
“peso.” 
These pieces of silver remained in 
circulation a number of years, and I 
pieces of gold and of copper were also | 
added In time. Soon, however, it was 
i 
found that this sort of circulating mi*- 
j 
dium made fraud easy, and the Span- | 
Lsh government established three mints, 
granting them a perpetual existence 
for America. 
The coinage of money in the City of 
Mexico was actually begun during the 
reign of Viceroy Antonio de Mendoza, 
who established a mint in buildiogs 
belonging to the Marquis del Valle. 
Here it remained only a short period. | 
being transferred first to the council 
building and later to the viceroyal pal ! 
ace. 
During all this time the colnago was 
of a considerable amount and the facil­ 
ities for the establishment were not | 
sufficient to meet the demands made 
upon It for coins, for which reason fre^ 
quent demands for minting apparatus 
are found in the records. In the year 
1778 the mint was established in the 
Apartado building and has continued 
since then In the street of that name. 
From the declaration of independence 
until the year 18 47 the mint was rented 
o ut to co ntra cto rs.— 
New York Sun. 


Rema rka ble Achiev ements Credited to 
Ex perimenters In Effo rts to Help the 
Undersized— Sa y Pituita ry Gla nd Is 
Respo nsible Fo r Ex tremes In Huma n 
Dev elo pment. 


Surgery is being put to the unusual 
test of regulating the height and phys­ 
ical development of the human body. 
An overgrown boy is the subject of the 
latest experiment. If it bears out the 
conclusion of several eminent anato­ 
mists it soon will be a common resort 
to make an incision at the side of tbe 
bead, trim down a gland the size of a 
bean at the base of the brain, and any 
tendencies to develop into the giant 
class will be arrested. 
On the other 
hand, should the subject, seemingly 
stationary at four feet six inches, wish 
to join the five foot ten class all that 
will be necessary is to inject invigora- 
tion into this beau shaped gland, in­ 
crease its size, and forthwith the pyg­ 
my will take on the proportions of a 
wTeII developed individual. 
Tho operation just performed was 
upon 
« 1 boy of fifteen, who had attain­ 
ed a height of six feet seven inches and 
had rfhown physical indications of 
growth still longer. The operation was 
to put a stop to this abnormal growih 
and at the same time to give the 
rest of the body and his mind a chance 
to catch up. 
The mind generally has been consid­ 
ered the ruling power in physical 
makeup, but if recent discoveries are 
read aright it would appear that there 
Is another part of our organism which 
is our vital master. This is what the 
anatomist calls the pituitary gland. 
Gla nd Tha t Go v erns Height.. 
Now, we are told, the pituitary gland 
is not a part of the brain, although as­ 
sociated w ith i t It weighs in a nor­ 
mal person something like half a gram 
« and is shaped after the fashion of a 
small peanut. 
But its importance is 
not to be judged by its size, although 
Its abnormal enlargement in some in­ 
stances really led to the first revela­ 
tions as to its functions. 
The initial inkling of its workings 
was disclosed so recently as the late 
eighties, and a little of this history is 
told in the New York Press. 
In the far away dawn of living ver­ 
tebrates the pituitary gland is suppos­ 
ed to have performed a peculiar duty, 
and until of late it was imagined that 
the days of its usefulness long had 
passed. According to comparative anat­ 
omy, there was a time when the ver­ 
tebrate creatures had an opening at 
the back and roof of tbe mouth cavity 
which provided a direct passage to the 
brain. 
Standing watch at the inner 
end of this vital highway was the 
pituitary gland, which regulated the 
manner in which air and water and 
food should be assimilated and appor­ 
tioned in maintaining the physical 
wellbeing and in supplying energy for 
the active operations of life. 
There came a time when this cleft 
closed. 
The brain withdrew from its 
quondam intimacy with the month. 
Tho pituitary gland, or body, elected 
to share this seclusion. 
Accordingly, 
early anatomists jumped to the con­ 
clusion that its days of effective serv­ 
ice were over, believing It of no more 
use in our physical economy than the 
troublesome vermiform appendix. How­ 
ever, they were woefully in error, and 
their followers have pretty generally 
shared in the mistake until within the 
last quarter of a century. 
The pituitaiy body is what Is called 
a ductless gland—that is, there is no 
direct outlet for the secretion which it 
generates. Just the same, it manages 
to send its chemical agents, called hor­ 
mones, by devious channels not only 
into the circulating blood but Into the 
nervous system as well. Inducing dif­ 
ferent effects in each of these direc­ 
tions. 
Ho ld Out Ho pe Fo r the Undersized. 
The two lobes of this little body 
have separate duties. 
The front lerbe 
is the one commonly enlarged in cases 
of giantism and acromegaly, and its 
secretion has to do directly with bone 
building and possibly with the growth 
of our body substance generally. 
The surgeons referred to in the New 
York Tress are bent upon curbing 
giantism, but say they have done re- 
mai'kable work of late in helping those 
that have lagged tn their physical de­ 
velopment, so that not only may they 
aid the overgrown but ultimately the 
undersized as. well. 
Apparently de­ 
creasing the power of the gland will 
help in one direction and Increasing the 
power in the other. 
Aa operation performed on a giant 
revealed that the abnormal size of the 
pituitary gland was directly responsi­ 
ble for his great height.

21.—D ispatches 
from P aris recen tly receiv ed here set­ 
tin g forth the position the Fren ch gov ­ 
ern m en t is said to hav e taken in re­ 
gard to M ex ico’s default on the in ter­ 
est on h er foreign debt, are regarded 
as In terestin g an d Im portan t dev elop­ 
m en ts relativ e to the M ex ican situa­ 
tion .
